An officer riding up she 
appealed to him for protection. 
He ordered the man to leave the 
bacon. The soldier replied, “You 
be-!’’ The officer immedi¬ 

ately fired upon the soldier, who 
dropped the stolen meat and ran 
The men who were at home were 
nearly nil taken. A large number 
of these prisoners were kept in the 
old Academy iu Hillsboro and the 
guards who were placed over them 
slept the sleep of utter exhaustion. 
A bold movement on the part of 
the pursuing Confederates’ would 
have captured the whole force. 
Not until the town of Edray was 
leached and news of immediate re¬ 
inforcements from Beverly did the 
men of Averell'a oommaud see any 
peace or comfort.
